Some people might even 
consider the half and half a more 


agreeable sauce. 
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Peel, quarter, core, and slice the 
apple thin. If there is to be a quart 
of the sauce pour over the apple a cup 
or a cup and a half of boiling water, 
cover the pan, and cook for ten min- 
utes over a low fire after boiling be- 
gins. Then add the pint of cranber- 
ries, stir together, and cook until they 
burst. If the apple sauce ts poured 
over them they will cook faster. Strain 
while hot and allow for a quart of the 
sauce a cup of sugar, added while it 
is still hot, or part sugar and part corn 
sirup. 

Cranberries have been selling at 17 
cents a quart in many places and a 
dehydrated evaporated cranberry is be- 
ing offered with the statement shat: the 
flavor is perfect. . 

Compared with lemon the prive of 
cranberry does not seem high,“ The 
two give much the same servicé in the 
diet.

Loeb Rule Retained. | 
In the rules of the educational de- 


partment, submitted by Supt. Shoop, 
the Loeb or anti-federation rule, and 
the Dawes or anti-pull rule have been 
retained. The Loeb rule, which pro- 


hibits affiliation of teachers with labor 
unions, has been shortened and modi- 
fied somewhat but is practically the 
same in substance. As it will go to 
the board for passage it reads: 

“Membership by members of: the 
educational division in teachers’ organ- 
izations affiliated with trade unions or 
federations, or with any body whose 
chief aim or whose effort is to thwart 
the purpose, policies, or plans of the 
board of education, is prohibited.” 

The proper attitude of teachers to- 
ward the board is specified in the fol- 
lowing proposed rule: | 

“Behavior of teachers toward the 
board of education shall at all times be 
respectful and obedient.” 

Dawes Rule Recommended. 

The Dawes rule remains unchanged. 
It provides that whenever the super- 
intendent makes an appointment, pro- 
motion, or transfer he shall submit a 
list of the names of all persons who 
have interested themselves in the ap- 
pointment either in written or verbal 
messages. There has been no attempt 
to enforce the rule since Mr. Shoop be- 
came superintendent, however, and the 
last report of the kind submitted was 
by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young,

“Shortly after Mr. Berdan’s disap- 
pearance Marshall Sheppy, husband of 
Mr. Berdan’'s sister, was appointed to

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look ,after my husband's affairs. I 
thought this was strange, especially 
when my allowance was reduced from 
$3,000 to $600 a month. * 

“Iam going to protect my interests 
in the estate.” 

While Mrs. Berdan was explaining 
that all she knew of the death of her 
husband was what she had read in the 
newspapers the authorities here were 
adding to the mystery surrounding the 
case by making a broad circle of 
moves.
